THE PEACE CELEBRATION.
Puirapzrrmia bas never been the scene of a
more beautiful and imposing speotacle than
that whichenlivens her leading thoronghfares
to-day. The wonderfully successfful issne of
the conflict of the Fatherland has awakened
in the hearts of our citizens of German
origin, and of the many thonsands of other
nationalities who sympathized with them, a
feeling of devont thankfulness, which
is Dbeing manifested in a magnifl-
cent manner, The German, while he has
the happy faculty of identifying himself
fully with the land of his adoption, ever
keeps his memory green with remembrances
of the home of his fathers, and while he
weeps over its oceasional misfortunes, holds
himeelf in readiness to rejoice exuberantly
over ils triumphs., The late war was thor-
oughly a war of the German raoce, joined
heart and hand to resist a threatened aggres-
sion. It was forced npon them to de-
fend the Listoric frontier, the river
Rhine, which, with occasional reverses, they
have steadily held against all comers for a
score of centuries; but as they have emerged
from the conflict with new acquisitions, and
a8 they have established new bonds of bro-
therly union, rendering the German Ewmpire
of to-day the mightiest power of Lurope, the
children of the Fatherland may well rejoice
at 80 happy an issune. They have abundant
cause to be thankful for their escape from
terrible perils, for the suppression of internal
Teuds, and for the glorious future which opsns
to their countrymen, Valiant as they are in war
they are essentially a peaceful vation; and
the boon which, above all others, they will
most prize, i8 the opportunity they have
acquired to prosecute withont fear or dis-
turbance their diversified peaceful industries,
and to lead the Continent in arts as
they have led it in arms. Philadelphia
is, in many respects, a German city,
a large portion of her inhabitants being
descendants of Germans who found
refuge here more than a century ago from
French invasions, while of the modern Ger-
man immigration she has received a full
share; but it is only demonstrations like that
witnessed in our streets to.day which can
give Lo every citizen a realizing sense of the
number and strength of our German slements,
and of the extent to which the whole city

sympathizes with them.

THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS.

Tue last move of the Washington Sqnare
property-holders to prevent the erection of
the publio buildings upon Penn Bquare mests
with no more sympathy at the haads of fair-
minded men than their other mancenvres in
the same direction, The fact is that the in.
terested motives of these peopls and the
mean tricks they have resorted to to carry
their point deprive all their argnments of any
force they might have had under other ecir-
cnmstapces  The majority of the citizens of
Philadelphia understand clearly that all the
opposition to the Building Commission is due
to the fact that, in compliance with the
vote of laat Ogtober, the commiasion pro.
pose to ereot the buildings npon Penn
Square, and they are heartily sick of & con-
troversy which was thonght to be definitely
settled by a popular vote, which declared em-
phatically that Penn Square should be used
for the purpose for whish it was set aside at
the fonndation of the eity by William Penn.
The members of the Legislature will do well,
therefore, to  hesitate Dbefore they
attempt to aid the anti.Penn Square ring
by voting for the Connell bill, or any other
project to obatraet the comumission in the
performance of its duty, and we can
sssure the representalives from this city
that they will be held to & strict
sccount by their constituents if they prove
thewmselves to be the slaves of the ring in
this wmatter, The Sunfay papers yesterday
were unanimons in their condemuation of
the last dodge of the anti-Penn Bquareites, and

of onr Beoators and Repressotstives who
may feel disposed to vote for the Connel]
bill.

The Ihspatel, which from first to last has
ably advooated the Penn Sqnare sile, y eater-
day ventilated pretty thoroughly the perform-
ances at Harrisburg Iast week. The oon-

clading paragraph of its article is as follows:

"The petitions which, lccorclln¥ to the apirit of
exaggoration Iin v e among the Washington
Bquareites, are represented to have been signed by
thirty thoussnd persoas, would nol, even I they
wereall genuine and the tally were correct, convey
to the slature anything more than the oplaions
of a defeated minority. Farthermore, that minority
i# composed of persons who made no ohjection
whatever to the bill establishing the Ballding Com -
mission before the election, If that trial had resalted
in their triamph in the cholce of the Washi
Bquare site, it woald have been perfectly satisfac.
tory tothem, ‘They supposed—or pretended that
they did—that the vote would be in favor of the
Washington Sguare [site. Defeated, however, in
thelr expectations, thelr present aim s to preveat
the butldings from being erected at all, in the hope
of keeping the public oMces where timy are, and
where they are not suMelently commodlous to ac.
commodate the business of the clty. If the Legiala-
fure, werely to satisfy the peouniary greed of these
persons, shiould Interfere with the authoritative ex-
pression of the will of the people of this city, 1t
wonld do agreat wrong.”

The Mereury reduces the anti-Penn Square
controversy to first principles in this fashion :

Thois incon-
stancy, factiousness, and utter fallure to accomplish
nuything in & matter of so much lmporta ce, 18
worthy only of children, and disgracefal allke to our
Counclle, the State Leg'siature, and a certain por-
tion of our citizens, "

The Hepubliz expresses these eminently
correct views: —

“A large city like Philadeiphia must not be crip-
pled by the efforts of men whose sole ambition ap-
pears to be to have thelr own property fmproved
that their purses may become more plethoric, and
the tax-pavers and the men who earn their daily
bread hy the sweat of their brow will never permit
it. With an immense population ramdly in-
creasing, with mlies of bolldings going up
annuglly, and with streets belog constaotly
opened, graded, and supplied with water and gas, a
Iarge expenditure of money 18 absolutel y necessary,
and yet withmll our growth and superirity in every
point of view, except probably commercial, over
every other municipality In the eountry, we are be-
hind them all in the character of our public build-
inge. The large majority of the yvolers have ex-
pressed thelr wish at the ballot-box, and the city
members of the Honse cannot atford to ignore that
decislon,”

The Zimes says with regard to the speech
of Mr. H. W. Gray before the Committee on
Mupicipal Corporations of the Honse: —

“The etTort of Gray before the Bouse Committee
on Municipal Aflairs was one of the best of his life,
and he deserves the thanks of 1his commualty for
the noble stand he took.”

It is worth while for the members of the
Legislature to note the fact that, with the ex-
ception of the 7ranseript, thess papers have
no property inferests in the vicinity either of
Washington or Penn Bquares, and that the
Transeript, while advocating the selection of
Washington Square so long as the question of
a site for the public bmldings was an open
one, has been prompt to indorse the popular
verdict and to demand that the popular will
sball be respec’ed by the minority of the
citizens of Philadelphia and by the repre-
sentatives of the people at Harrisburg.

THE SOUTH ('AROLINA TAX-PAY-
ERS (CONVENTION.

Tar State Convention of Tax-payers held in
South Carolina last week issomething of a
novelty in American politios, but the general
character of its proceedings indicates that it
will probably aid in accomplishing useful re-
sults, Whatever may be the nlterior objects
of those who were actively conoerned in this
movement, it does not appear from ths record
that they aimed at any mere partisan results,
All direct allusions to State or national poli-
tics were carelully avoided, and while
we presume that the buk ef
the convention consisted of the old
Rebel aristocracy, they seem to have based
their future operations on an understanding
with the Republican Governor of the State.
Sensible men of all parties and factions are
justly alarmed at the extravagant expendi-
tures which have been made of late years,
and at the lack of judgment and prudence
exhibited by ignorant and venal legislators;
and they have, seemingly, resolved to make
the beat possible effort to extricate them-
selves from their existing dilemma.

It is a matter of complaint in the Palmetto
State that these difficulties are attributable
to ignorant negro legislation,
but we doubt whether the Demo-
eratio legislation of New York State and city
is, in equity, economy, and forbearance, much
better than the modern South Oarolina
system; and even in this State and city there
have been o much neglect, extravagancs, cor-
ruption, and inattention to vital interests that
it is a mere question of time when our citi-
zens, too, will be compelled to unite, without
distinction of party in & common movement
against the imbecility, ignorance, aud corrap-
tion of their officials.

OBITUARY.

The Composer Aunber,

A cable telegram announces the death of
Auber, the distinguished composer of the French
echool, many of whose works have long been
very popular in this country.

Danle! Francols Esprit Auber was born at
Caep, in Normandy, on Jamuary 29, 1782, and
was consequently In his eighty-ninth year at
the time of his death. He was the son of a
Paria print-seller, and at a very early age
scquired a great faculty in drawing and musie,
and played with good execution on both the
plano and violln. His father consented to his
becoming a composer for the stage, after finding
by repeated trials that be had not the slightest
inclination or tact for business. In 1818 Auber
produced his first opera, Le Sejoir Militaire,
but it proved rather a fallure. Iils second pro-
duction, Le Testamen! e les Billels-dows,
completed In 1819, did npot produce o
muech betier effect. These were both operettas
of the comic order, His two foMowlog works,

| produced in 1821, La Bergere Chatelaine and
| Ewma, were, however, rather more favorably re-

celved. Teese were followed by Leicester in
1622, La Niege ln 1838, La Concer! a la cour
and le Cocadie in 1524, and Le¢ Macon and
Fiovella in 1820. These fully established his
reputation, and were each very succesafully
brought ent. ‘The work regarded by many as his
greatest, Masaniello, or La Muelle de Portici,

was nexi produced, and fully crowned the popu- |

larity and revown of the composer. This
was & historical tragedy, founded on incidents

of the Italian insurrection, and was composed,
along with several of b8 other operas, In part-
nership with Bugene Scribe, who farsished the
librettos, In this opers the eomposer’s inde-
pendent slyle was first fully displayed, he hav-
ing formerly confined himael! exclusively to the
echool In which he had been edncated under his
master Cherubini.

La Fiancee de Mabre was composed in 1820
and Fra Diavolo in 1830. This latter imme
diately became the most popular of his comle
operas, and in connection with Masanie/lo hnas
slnce held the stage univterraptedly. Otlher
operas followed in quick succession even down
to the present day. Among them may be men-
tioned ZL'Ewsiocq, in 1834, Le Domine Noir, in
1837, Haydee,in 1847, Zanetla, and Les Diamants
de la Couronne, as the most popular. Indeed, his
great tertility during the whole of his long life-
time was not the least of his many remarkable
tralts, His later works are, however, of a very
light and superficial character, contrasting
strapgely with his earlier masterpleces, which
woere the best types of the sparkling and
pleasing French sivle of composition, as op-
posed to the more intellectual German.

Moet of this composer’'s works remain as they
first left his pen, he very seldom condescending
to alter. As soon as one work was completed,
he dismissed it from bis mind entirely, and
turned his attention to something else. Iiis
said that he made a point of never hearing soy
one of his operas performed a second time.

Auber was made o member of the Institute in
the section of fine arts In april, 1820, and was
crealed a commander of the Legion of Honor
April 20, 1847. He became grand officer of the
same order August 8, 1861, He composed a
piece for the opening of the great International
Exhibition beld in London in 1862, and was
also a member of the musical jury of the great
Paris Exposition. Previons to the late war he
held the position of Direclor of Music in the
Chapel of Napoleon IIL.
